He never 
conſidered himfelf among the Rich and Weal- 
thy, yet in the Eleventh Satire he deſcribes 
his Country-Houſe,, his Entertainment, and 
his Attendants, which argue a ſufficient Plenty

Bxzs1D ts his Acquaintance with Un 
britius a famous Aruſdex, mentioned in his 
third Satire, he was ſingularly beloved and 
eſteemed among his chief Friends, by Mar.

Epigrams to him, (Lib, 7. Ep. 23, and 91. 
and Lib. 12. Ep. 18.) where he gives him the 
Title of the Eloquent, and proves that Ju- 
venal followed the Bar. The laſt was writ- 
ten by Martial, after he was retired to Bil- 
boa, which was under T ajan; he ſpeaks 
of our Author as a Man yer in full Vigour, 
and as if he had written but few Satires yet: 
The greateſt Part of his Works came out ve- 
ry late in Life, and he had long diſtinguiſh- 
ed himſelf by his Eloquence at the Bar, and 
improved his Fortune and Intereſt at Rome, 
before he thought of Poetry; the very Stile

WE are told, he recited his firſt Eſſay 
which he made, being above Forty, to a 
ſmall Audience of his Friends; but being 
encouraged by their Applauſe, he hazarded 
a greater Publication: Which reaching the 
Ear of Paris, Domitian's chief Favourite at 
that Time, tho* but a Pantomine Player, 
whom he had ſeverely inſulted, that Minion 
made his. Complaint to the Emperor, Who 
baniſhed the offending Poet into Egypt, (to 
Pentapolis, a City of Libya, fays Suidas) 
tho' he was cighty Years old, (as Gyraldus

under the Pretence of giving him the Præ- 
fecture of a Cohort. He was not idle du-

 ArTER Domitian's Death, Juvenal re- 
turned to Rome, ſufficiently cautioned not 
only againſt. attacking the Characters of thoſe 
in Power, under arbitrary Princes, but a- 
gainſt all Perſonal Reflections upon the 
Great Men living; and therefore he thus 
wiſely concludes the Debate he is ſuppoſed 
to have maintained with a Friend, in the 
Firſt Satire, Which ſeems to be the firſt he 
wrote after his return from Baniſhment, Ex- 


periar quid concedatur, &c. He is ſuppoſed 
to have died about the Eleventh of Adriar's 


Reign: That he lived to be an old Man, 
we may conclude from the Eleventh Satire, 


where he ſays of himſelf, and of Perſius 
to whom he writes, - :

But many Years 
ago, old Age among the Nobles was a fort of 
a Prodigy; my Choice, therefore, is to be a Pig- 
my-Brother of the Giants ſprung out of the 
Earth. It was of no Advantage to this unhappy 
Youth, to affect Madneſs, to engage with Nu- 
midian Bears deſperately and unarmed, in the 
Amphitheatre at Alba; for who can now be a 
Stranger to theſe Artifices of the Nobility ? 
Who, 4 Brutus, any longer wonders at the ſubtle 
Part you acted? It was an eaſy matter in your 
EZ Days to impoſe upon the Simplicity of a King, 
wich his Beard much deeper than his Senſe. 


Vibius Criſpus, a ſubtle ſmooth-tongued Orator, who 

EZ lived to be fourſcore Years old, in the ſeveral Courts of 
evil Emperors. He was born in Placentia. 
Re Acilins Glabrio, a Senator of ſingular Prudence and Fi- 
delity. His Son Domitius came with him to this Council 
about the Turbut ; but both of them were afterwards charged 
with Deſigns of Innovation, and were condemned. The 
Father's Sentence was changed into Baniſhment, the more 
to grieve him with the Remembrance of his Son's Death. / 
The Son, to ſave his Life, affected Madneſs, , and fought 
naked with Lions in the 4/bane Theatre; but the Tyrant 
I þ Domitian was not to be deceived, he put him to death.

could not ſee, the grand and noted Monſter of 
© theſe Times; a blind baſe Flatterer, raiſed from 
# begging on the Bridge to be a murdering Mini- 
iter of State; fit ſtill to run beſide the Waggon- 
{3 Wheels upon the Road to Aricia, and fawningly 
to kiſs his Hand, intreating for Alms. None 
ſeemed more aſtoniſhed at the Fiſh, tho? un- 
happily he made his Compliments with his Face 
the wrong way; for the Mullet lay upon his 
right Hand, So he uſed, blind as he was, to 
 Epraiſe the Sword-Plays of the Cilician Fencers, 
to cry aloud, Well bit, to applaud the Scenical 
Machines, and the Boys that ſeemed to fly above 
che Coverings of the Theatre. 
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Cornelius Fuſcus was ſent General by Domitian againſt 

the Dacians, where his Army and himſelf were loſt. 

. Catullus Meſſalinus, a bloody Villain tho' blind, whoſe

lamenting the Loſs of Apis) runs frantic through 
the Streets, and receives the higheſt Honour 


from the Croud. He pacifies the Goddeſs, when 


the Wife cannot refrain the Conjugal Embrace, 
on her moſt high and ſolemn Feſtival 3 for 
which Pollution of the Marriage-Bed, ſhe ought 


to ſuffer the ſevereſt Puniſhment. Gently the 


Silver Serpent ſeems to nod; the Prieſt, by 
Tears, and mumbling o'er his Prayers, pre- 
vails z Oris bribed by an Oblation of a large 
Gooſe and a thin Cake, is pleas'd to pardon the 
Offence. 


HE now withdraws; a ſhivering Zeweſ5 next 


leaving her Baſket and her Hay behind, begs 
ſottly with a Whiſper in her Ear, vers'd in the 
Talmud 2nd the Ritual Laws, High Prieſteſs to 
ſome conſecrated Tree, ſhe faithfully tranſacts 
between Heaven and Earth, The Gypſy's Hand 
the croſſes, but ſparingly with a ſmall Piece of 


Anubis was the Son of O/rris and 7/;s ; all three the 22 
gyptians worſhipped as Deities. Ofiris they ador'd under 
tne Name of Apis and Serapis, in the Form of an Ox, 
mark'd with ſome peculiar Spots. This Beaſt they drown'd, 
after a certain Number of Years, in a ſacred Fountain, and 


weut howling about, 'till they found another. At theſ@ 


Fooleries the Prieſt carried the Image of Anubis, whom they 
worthipped in the Form of a Dog, which Arubis, or the 
Prieſt that carried him, did but jeer at the Folly of the 
People that attended him. 5 

In the Temple of Vit and Ofiris there was an Image 
With three Heads; the middlemoſt like a Lion, the Right- 
ſide Head like a fawning Dog, and the Left- ſide Head like 
a ravenous Wolf; about all which a Serpent wrapt himſelf, 
bringing his Head under the Right-hand of the God. The 
Nodding of the Serpent means, that the Prieſt has his Requeſt

The Cheat 
to ſanctify his Skill, prys into the Breaſts of 
Chickens, or the Intrails of a Whelp, ſome- 
times of an Infant; a Murder which if another 
ſhould commit, he would be the firſt that in- 
ſorm'd againſt him. 

Bu T her chief Dependance is upon the h Chal- 
geæan Conjurers; whatever an Aſtrologer of that 


ſort pronounces, ſhe receives as an Anſwer from 


Jupiter Hammon; eſpecially ſince the Oracle of 
Delphos is ſilent, and a thick Darkneſs con- 
ceals the Times to come from human Sight. 


Of theſe, He has the moſt Cuſtom who has been

?P A famous Ag yptian Aſtrologer. 

If a Place were ſtruck with Lightning, it was expiated 
by a Prieſt in this manner: They gathered what was 
ſcorched by the Lightning, and praying with a low Voice, 
buried it in the Earth. If a Man was ſtruck, omitting the 
Cuſtom of burning the Body, he was buried in the ſame 
Place; then was the Place incloſed, an Altar erected in it, 
and expiatory Sacrifices offered by a Prieſt. Vet ſome Per- 
ſons ſo ſtruck were not buried, but only covered with a 
white Garment, both becauſe they might be gazed at by 


the People (yet at a Diſtance, none being admitted within 


the Bounds but the Prieſts) and becauſe they believed ſuch 
Bodies did not putrify, and as fooliſhly thought ſuch Perſons 


to be honoured by Jupiter. Theſe Lightnings they diſtin- 


guiſned into Public and Private; which Diviſion, I ſup- 
poſe, was taken from the things which were ſtruck, ſome 
Flaces and Perſons being Public, as Temples, Magiſtrates, 
and the like, others Private. They had different Rules re- 
lating to the Parts of this Diſtinction; for Private Lightning 


forboded things to come for ten Years only, except they 


happened upon one's Birth-day, or Marriage-day ; but pub- 
blic Lightnings for thirty Years, unleſs they fell at the Sur- 
render of a Town,

Juvenal ſappoſes his Readers may queſtion the Truth 
of ſome Crimes he charges upon the Women, as if they 
were Stories feigned to heighten his Satires. But to clear 
himſelf, he introduces the Story of Pontia, the Daughter of 
Titus Pontius (not of Publius Petronius, the Wife of Vectius 
Lolanus, as is generally received.) To juſtify this, Holyday, 
in his excellent Illuſtrations, mentions an Inſcription upon 
an old Roman Stone, to this purpoſe : Here J Pontia, the 
= Daughter of Titus Pontius, am laid, who out of awretched 
Covetouſneſs having poiſoned tæuo Sous, made away with my- 
fel.

I CANNOT bear a Woman that deliberates, 
and perpetrates an Act of Villany in cold Blood.

f-y Oxen left to till the Ground, a ſmall Number 
of Mares, the Father of the Herd is carried off 
ſrom the Paſture ravaged and deſtroyed, The 
very Houſhold Gods, a ſmall Statue of any 
Price, the little Deity of the Cottage, theſe are 
all ſeized inſtead of better, yet Things of the 
higheſt Value to the poor People. You may 
perhaps deſpiſe the weak Rhodians, and the 
Soſtneſs of Corinth, and with reaſon ? for what 
can the effeminate Youth, and the ſmooth 
Limbs of thoſe Nations attempt againſt you ? 
But be cautious how you meddle with the rough 
S$94niards, the Chariots of the Gauls, and the 
Coaſts of Lhyria. Spare the Labours of the 
Huſbandmen who ſupply the City, which at- 
tends to nothing but the Diverſions of the Cir- 
cu and the Theatres.

nor can you excuſe the People, the Spectators, 
who with more harden'd Impudence are delight- 
ed to ſit and divert themſelves with theſe Buf- 
fooneries of the Nobility ; who are pleaſed to 
hear the Renowned Fabii acting barefoot, and 
laugh to ſee the great Mamerci box'd about the 
Stage. No matter for what Price theſe Nobles 
run the Hazard of their Lives, they do it volun- 
tarily z there is no Nero now to force them, they 
engage willingly in thoſe Plays exhibited by the 
haughty Prætor to divert the People*. Suppoſe 
the Liſts on one Hand, and the Stage on the other 
which would you chuſe? Is any Man fo fearful 
of Death, as to ſubmit to act the Part of Lati- 
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A Slave condemned to be crucified for running away 
from his Maſter ; this Slave was perſonated upon the Stage 
by a Nobleman, one of the Lentuli. 

Of the two, ſays the Poet, it is more ſhameful to act 
upon the Stage, than to fight as a Gladiator, tho' at the Ha- 
2ard of his Life; for who would not deteſt to play the Part 
of the Cuckold Letinus, the jealous Huſband of Thymele, or 
be a Fellow-AGor with that Loggerhead Corinthus ?

See, the Diſgrace of Rome enters 
the Liſts, the infamous Gracchus, not furniſhed 


like a Sword-player, not fighting with a Shield 


or crooked Falchion, nor wears his Helmet 
down (ſuch Armour he condemns, condemns 
and hates) but lo, he ſhakes his Trident, and as 


a Retiarius, caſting his Net, poiſed in his Hand 
in vain, he fhews his Face bare to all the Peo- 


ple, flies round the Circus, glad to be known, 
and beg his Life. You may depend it is he 
by his purple Tunic, by the Gold Ribband 


blown by the Wind, that ties on his high Cap, 


and hangs down under his Chin. The Secutor 
got no Credit, but ſuffered a Reproach deeper 
than any Wound he could feel, when he was 
ordered to try his Skill upon ſuch a Coward of 
Quality.

Ir the People were to ſpeak freely, where 
is the Man fo loſt to Virtue, that would ſcruple 
to prefer Seneca to Nero? whoſe many Parri- 
cides deſerve more than one Death, more Apes, 
more Serpents, more Sacks than one. Oreſtes, 
I own killed his Mother likewiſe ; but Cir- 
cumſtances make the Caſe different: He, by 
the Command of the Gods, revenged the Death 
of nis Father flain in the Midſt of a Feaſt; 
but he was not ſtained with the Murder of his 
Siſter Electra, nor with the Blood of Hermione, 


his Spartan Wife: He made up no Draughts of 


Poiſon for his Neighbours. Oreſtes never ſung 


A Parricide, by the Roman Law, was ſewn up in a 
Sack, with a Cock, a Serpent, an Ape, and a Dog, and

Images of your great Progenitors. 


Wuro, Catiline, and Cethegus, can boaſt of a 


more noble Deſcent than you? yet you conſpi-

Night with Fire and Sword, as if you had been 


Sons of the Gauls, or the Poſterity of the Seno- 
nes; you dared ſuch Villanies for which you 
ought to have been puniſhed with a pitched 
Shirt, But the Conſul watched your Motions, 
and reſtrained the Fury of your Arms. This 
Cicero of Arpinum, a Man of no Family, mean- 
ly born, and coming from a Country Town, bur 
lately admitted at Rome into the Equeſtrian Or- 


der, placed an armed Guard in every Part, to 


protect the People, frightned at the Alarm, and 
beſtirred himſclf in all Quarters, for the Security 
ot the City. The peacetul Gown beſtowed more

Fame and Honour. upon this great Man at home 
within our Walls, than Octavius carried off from 
the Fight at Actium, or from the Theſſahan Plains, 
by his Sword ſtain'd with continual Slaughter. 
Rome, ſet free, pronounc'd him her Father, call'd 
this Cicero the Father of his Country. 

Marius, another from the ſame Arpinum, ti- 
red out with ploughing on the Volſcian Hills for 
Hire, turned Soldier, and had many a knotty 
Cudgel broke upon his Head, if he work'd la- 
zily with his Ax in fortifying the Camp; yet 
this Man ſubdued the Cimbrians, and reliev'd 
the State in the utmoſt Danger : This Man a- 
lone preſerv*d the trembling City ; and therefore 
after the Battle, when the Crows flew to prey 
upon the Barbarians, and to devour the Car- 
nage, (and larger Bodies they had never ſcen) 
his Collegue Quintus Catulus, of noble Birth, 
received only the ſecond Honours of the Day. 

THOSE brave Souls the * Decii were of 
Plebeian Deſcent, their Families were Plebeian, 
yet they devoted themſelves to the Infernal Dei- 
ties, and to Mother Earth, to ſave our Legions, 
our Auxiliaries, the whole Roman Name; theſe 
Decii were more regarded by the Gods, than the 
great Numbers by their Death preſerved. 

Servins Tullius, born of a captive Maid, that 
aſt good King of Rome, yet merited the Robe of 
Majeſty and the Diadem of Romulus, and all the 
Founours of the State; when the Sons of the 

Conſul 

The Decii devoted their Lives as voluntary Sacrifices 
to ſave their Country. The Father, in the War with the 
Latins 3 the Son, in the Hetrurian War; the Grandſon, in 
the War againſt Pyrrhus. 

' Tarquinius Superbus, after his Expulſion, attempted to 
T-cover his Kingdom; for which purpoſe Titus and Tiberius, 
the Sons of Junius Prutus the Conſul, undertook to deliver 
up one of the City-Gates, This was diſcovered by Vindicius 


* dlave, for which he was made free; from him the Rod

his Army upon the Bridge over the Tiber, till it was bro- 


ken, and then he jumped with an Arrow in his Thigh into 
the River. Mutius Scevola attempting to kill Por/enna in 
his Cainp, and being taken, burnt his Right-hand off be- 
fore him, which by miſtake had killed the Secretary inſtead 
of the King. Clælia, with other Virgins, was given as an 
Hoſtage to Porſenna 3 but ſhe deceiving her Keepers, ſwam 
over the River Tiber into the City.

0 Servins Tullus, in order to fix the Number of Births 
and Burials, ordered that when a Child was born, the Kin- 
dred ſhould bring a Piece of Money into the Ærarium of 
Juno Lucina ; and ſo into the Exchequer of Venus Libitina, 
when any died. The Father was obliged to give Notice of 
the Birth of the Child, and the Child received its Name 
within thirty Days afterwards. 

* If a Legacy was left to a married Man that had no 
Children, the tenth Part of it, by the Papian Law, fell to 
the Exchequer; but Virro having a Child, had a Right to 
the whole. RY | - 

A Will was ſometimes expreſſed conditionally, as that 
ſuch things ſhould deſcend to ſuch a one, provided he had 
Children. Virro was now capable of ſuch a Legacy. 

8 The Privileges of having three Children were an Ex- 
emption from the Trouble of being a Guardian, a Priority 
in bearing Offices, and a treble Proportion of Corn. This 
Privilege was not granted unleſs the Parents lived in Rome; 
if they lived in any other Part of Iraly, they were to have 
Five Children; and if in the Roman Provinces, ſeuent Other- 


wiie, they could not claim the Advantages of the Jus trium 
iberorum.

Pow ER liable to a Load of Envy hurries o- 
thers into Ruin; a long and extraordinary Cata- 
logue of i Titles overwhelms him; down come 
his Statues dragged about the Streets at a Rope's 
End. The Strokes of the Ax beat to Pieces the 
very Wheels of his triumphal Chariot, and the 
poor Horſes have their Legs undeſervedly broken 
in Revenge to their Maſter: Hark, the Fires 
ſnap, that* Head once the Idol of the People, is 
now diſſolving 1n the Melting-Pot heated by the 
Bellows; the great Sejanus crackles in the Flames, 
and of that Face, the ſecond in the Roman 
World, are made Water-Pots, Baſons, Frying- 
Pans, and Platters. Crown your Doors with 
Laurel, lead a large milk-white Bull to the Ca- 
pitol; Sejanus the Prime Miniſter is dragged 
with a Hook, as a Spectacle to the City; the 
People triumph at his Fall. Mat Blubber- Lips 
are there? What a hanging Look? Believe me, 
I could never endure the Fellow. But what Crime 
was he charged with? Who was the Informer? 
What Diſcoveries, what Evidence was there a- 
gaiiſs him? Nothing of all this, only a long 
and ſolemn Letter came from Capre. Enough, 


i Before the Statues of eminent Perſons there was placed 
a Plate or Table of Braſs, containing all the Honours of him 
whole Statue it was. | 

The Head of Sejanys, Collegue to Tiberius. He had a 
Deſign upon the Empire, which coming to the Ears of Ji. 
berius, who was ſcandalouſly indulging himſelf at Capreæ, 
wrote a long Letter to the Senate, who immediately ſeize 
him; ard after he was condemned, he was drawn by a 
Hook to the Gemonian Stairs, and thrown into the 77er. 
The Statues erected in his Honour were, upon his Fall, 
pulled down, dragged about, broken and melted, together 
with the Chariot and Horſes, who are introduced by the

Few Kings and 
Tyrants to the Shades deſcend by a dry Death, 
or without Wounds and Blood. .

Chariot without a Beam, the Flag of a Galley 
taken, a melancholy Captive ſitting on the 
Summit of the Triumphal Arch; theſe are ac- 
counted Bleſſings more than Human; for theſe 
the Roman, the Greek, the Barbarian Captain 
exerts all his Courage; theſe are the Spurs to 
Labour and to Danger; So much the Love of 
Fame inſpires before the Eſteem of Virtue ; for 
Virtue who would wed, with all her Charms, 
without a Dowry ? Yet time has been, when 
the Ambition of a few, the Deſire of Titles fix- 
ed upon their Tombs, the Keepers of their 
Aſhes, have brought Ruin and Deſtruction to 
their Country; Monuments through which the 
barren Fig- tree ſtrikes her piercing Roots, and 
tumbles to the Ground: For Sepulchres them- 
ſelves muſt yield to Fate. 1 
Place *® Hannibal in the Scale, how many 
Pounds will you find of that great General? 
Yet this is he whom Africa waſhed by the Allan- 
lie Ocean to the Weſt, and ſtretching Eaſtward 
to the heated Waters of the Nile, could not con- 
tain. Not content with his Athiopian Subjects 
and Lybian Elephants, all Spain is added to his 
Empire; he paſſed the Pyrenees ; Nature offer*d

tains to pieces by the force of Vinegar. He is 
now come into Laly, and reſolves to purſue his 
March.

our Standards in the middle of Suburra the chief 
Street of Rome. O what a Face was there, how 
worthy to be painted, mounted as the one-eyed 
General rode on his Gætulian Elephant!

but the Appearance of old Men is always the 
fame; the Limbs ng with the Voice, a 
bald Pate, a running Noſe like a Child, the 

poor Wretch forced to mumble his Cruſt with 
his toothleſs Gumsz and ſo grievous is he to 
his Wife, his Children, and to himſelf, that 
Coſſus, with all his fawning Patience, could not 
endure him. His Pleaſure of eating and drink- 
ing is quite changed, his Taſte gone, the Rites 
of Love long ſince forgot; or, if he makes a 
fant Attempt, his little Power, with his bro- 
ken Belly, flags; and flag it will, though all 
the Night he tries to raiſe the Spirit. For what 
are the Hopes of gray Hairs and Impotence ?

delieve what the great Homer ſings) was, next 
to the Raven's Age, an Example of the longeſt 
Life; happy, no doubt, that could ward a- 
gainſt the Stroke of Death for ſo many Centu— 
ries, that counted the Number of his Years up- 
on his Right-hand, and guzzled new Wine for 
three hundred Seaſons, But pray, hear a little, 
what Complaints he made * the Laws of 
Fate, and his Thread of Life too long extend- 
ed, when he ſaw his Son Antilochus in the 
Prime of Youth burning upon the Pile. He 
demands of. every Friend about him, why he 
lived to fee that Day, what Crime condemned 
him to fo great an Age? Peleus made the ſame 
Complaint, lamenting the Loſs of his Son Achil- 
les; and Laertes likewiſe, grieving for Ulyſſes 
toſſed upon the Sea, Had Troy ſtood, Pram 
had viſited the Shade of Aſſaracus his Anceſtor 
with great Solemnity, carricd upon the Shuul- 
ders of Hector and the other Brothers, aint 
the Tears of the Trojan Ladies, his Daughters 
Caſſandra and Polyxena with her Clothes rent, 
beginning the Funeral Lamentation; had he 
died at any Time before Paris iitted out an inſo- 
lent Fleet for the Rape of Helen, What Ad- 
vantage had he by his long Life? He faw his 
whole Empire overthrown, and Aſia ravaged by 


Fire and Sword. Then the old Soldier trem- 


bling with Years, took Arms, laying his Dia- 
dem aſide ; he ruſhed before the Altar of great 


Jupiter, as an Ox worn out. that offers his lean 


miterable Neck to the Maſter's Knife, his paſt 
Service to the Plough ungratefully forgotten. 
This Prince however died a Man, but his © Wife 
who outlived him, barked with her fierce Jaws, 
and died a Bitch.

IAST EN to Examples at home, and paſs 
by Mithridates the Pontic King, and Craiſus 
commanded by the Eloquence of the wiſe Solon, 
not to applaud his Fortune, till he arrived at the 
laſt Stage of Life. The Exile, the Impriſon- 
ment of f Marius, the Marſhes of Minturnæ, 


and the begging of his Bread about the Streets of 


conquered Carthage, all this was owing to a Length 
of Life; what had Nature through the World 
produced more happy ? Whom had Rome ſeen 
more fortunate than that great Citizen, had he 
breathed out his mighty Soul in all the Pomp 
of War, amidſt the Troops of Captives led be- 
fore him, when he deſcended from his Teutonic 
Chariot in Triumph o'er the Cimbri? Pompey 
by Providence had a Fever in Campama ; hap- 
py had he then died: But the Prayers of many 
Cities, and the public Vows prevailed ; yet 
conquered, his own Fortune, and the Fate of 
Reme took off his Head, unhappily preſerved. 
A cruel Death, a Puniſhment unfelt by Lentu— 
lus; Cethegus died undiminiſhed, and Catiline 
(all Traytors to their Country) fell with his Bo- 
dy whole, | 

TH E anxious Mother, at the Shrine of Je- 
nus, prays ſoftly for the Boys a moderate Share 
of Beauty, but for the Girls ſhe begs aloud a 
Form complete even to the greateſt Nicety. 
Why, ſays ſhe, do you blame me? Was not La- 
tona glad to ſee Diana fair? But the Fate of 


Being overcome in the Conteſt between him and Sylla, 
for the Empire of Rome, he was forced to ſculk in the 
Marſhes of Minturnæ, where he was found; he was im- 
priſoned, and a Soldier ſent to kill him: But the Man, 
daunted at his Preſence, his ſtern Looks and Words, durſt 
not attempt it. He eſcaped into Africa, where, it ſeems, 
he begged in the Streets of Carthage, till he was recalled 
by Cinna, aud made Conſul the ſeventh Time, and died 
u that Conſulſhip, in the fixty-eighth Year of his Age.

F Atticus ſups nobly, he is accounted ſplen- 
did; if a Rutilus, he is called a Madman: 
For what is treated by the Vulgar with greater 
Ridicule than Apicius the Glutton all in Rags? 
Every Company, the Baths, the Forum, every 
Theatre, they talk of nothing but Rutilus. For 
ſo long as his robuſt and youthful Limbs are 
able to ſtand under a Helmet, while his Blood 
is warm, he eagerly ſtudies the Laws and the 
Words of Command in fencing, under the Ma- 
ſter of the Gladiators, the Tribune neither com- 
pelling him indeed, nor forbidding him. You 
ſce many of theſe Fellows (whom their Credit- 
ors, often diſappointed, wait to meet with go- 
ing into the Butcher Row) who place the End.of 
Liſe only in pleaſing their Palate. The moſt 
wretched of theſe Gluttons eat elegantly and of 
the beſt, when they are viſibly falling into Ruin, 
They ranſack all the Elements for Dainties, ne- 
ver troubling themſelves about the Price; and 
it you attend cloſely, the Diſh pleaſes beſt that 
is deareſt bought. They make nothing there- 
fore to borrow a Sum, that will ſoon be ſpent, 
upon the Security of the Family-Plate, or of the

Golden Image of their Mother, firſt broken in 


pieces to prevent Diſcovery, and to provide a 
luxurious Diſh. at the Expence of four hundred 
S:ftertii: Thus are they at laſt reduced to the 
mixt coarſe Diet of a common Prize-fighter. 
The Difference therefore is, who makes the 
Entertainment: In Rutilus it is called Luxury, 
in Ventidius it obtains the laudable Name of Ge- 
neroſity, and aſſumes a Character from the For- 
tune of the Giver. I cannot but juſtly deſpiſe 
that Man who knows plainly how much Alas is 
higher than the other Mountains of Lybia, and 
yet cannot diſtinguiſh between a ſmall Purſe and 
a large Iron-Cheſt. That Divine Maxim that 
dropped from the Skies, Know thyſelf, ſhould 
be fixed and impreſſed upon your Mind in eve- 
ry State of Life, whether you deſire to marry, 
or be a Member of the venerable Senate; for 
Therſites had not the Impudence to contend. for 
the Armour of Achilles, in which Diſpute even 
Ulyſes behaved with a Diſtruſt of himſelf, If 
you attempt to plead at the Bar in a Cauſe of 
Conſequence, conſult your own Abilities, © ſa- 
tisfy yourſelf who you are, whether an Orator 
of ſtrong Eloquence, or an empty Advocate 
like Curtius, or a common Barreter as Maths. 
The Extent of your Capacity ſhould always be 
conſidered, this ſhould be regarded in the high-. 
eſt and the loweſt Concerns; even when you 
are buying of Fiſh, you ſhould not wiſh for a 
Baroel, when you have but a Gudgeon in your 
Purſe: for what will be the End of you, when 
vour Throat grows wider as your Pocket fails? 
When the Eſtate and Fortune of your Family is 
[wallowed up in that Gulph your Belly, that De-

Finger bare. Death never comes too ſoon, the

two, yet ſpringing from celeſtial Blood, the 
one by Water and the other by Fire conſigned 
to Immortality. ; 
HE AR now your Bill of Fare, not furniſhed 
from the Shambles : Firſt, a Kid, the fatteſt on 
my Farm at Tibur, the moſt tender of the 
Herd, that never cropped a Leaf of Graſs, nor 
brouſed upon the Twigs of the low Willow, 
that in his Veins has more of Milk than Blood. 
Then a Diſh of Mountain Aſparagus, gathered 
by my Bailiff's Wife, her Spindle laid aſide. 
The largeſt Eggs, yet warm in the Neſt of 
twiſted Hay, are ſet next, together with the 


Hens that laid them; Grapes preſerved for half 


a Year, and as freſh as they were upon the 
Vine; the Signian and Syrian Pear; Apples of 
a quick Flavour, that match the Picene, are 
ſerved out of the ſame Baſkets, You need not 
fear to eat them, ſince they are cured of the 
raw Taſte they have in Autumn by the Cold, 
and you are in no Danger from the Crudity of 
their Juice. This formerly was a luxurious En- 


tertainment for a Senator; Curius the great 


Dictator boiled his Pot-herbs, gathered in his 
ſmall Garden, over a little Fire, with his own 
Hands. But now the dirty Rogue that digs in 
Chains, diſdains ſuch Meat, who has upon his 
Tongue the Reliſh of a Sow's Belly, dreſſed at 
a Cook's Shop. It was the Cuſtom formerly to 


reſerve a Flitch of dried Bacon, laid upon the 


wide Rack, for Holidays; to treat your near 
Relations on a Birthday with a Raſher, with an 
Addition perhaps of a Steak of freſh Meat, if 
any remained after you had ſacrificed to your 
good Genius, One of your great Anceſtors, 
who had thrice borne the Name of Conſul, who 
had been General of Armies, and diſcharged 
the Honour of a Dictator, would hurry away

ſooner than uſual to ſuch an Entertainment, as 
to a Feaſt of Dainties, returning with his Spade 
mounted upon his Shoulder, proud of the Con- 
queſt of ſome ſtubborn Hill. In old time, when 
the People trembled at the Fabian Name, at 
ſtern Cato, the Scauri, and Fabricii, when De- 
cius, a Cenſor more remiſs, feared the ſevere 
Rules of his rigid Collegue, no one thought it 
worth their Care, vor a Matter of any ſerious Con- 
cern, to know how a large a Tortoiſe ſwam in 
the wide Sea, whoſe Shell inlaid was to adorn 
the Couches of the luxurious Romans. Then 
were their © Beds ſmall, plain, and without 
Backs; in the Front, which was of Braſs, ap- 
peared the deſpicable Figure of an Aſo's Head, 
with a Garland upon it, at which the wanton 


ſhort, their Diet, their Houſes and Furniture, 
were all of a piece. The Soldier, then rough 
and unpractis'd in the Grecian Arts, after the 
Sack of Cities, among a heap of Spoils, finding 
a weighty Bowl, the Work of ſome curious 
Hand, would break it into pieces, to adorn his 
Horſe with pompous Trappings 3 his Helmet 
was emboſſed with various Figures that amazed 
the Foe deſigned for Death; the Wolf appear- 
ed, by Rome's happy Fate made tame, ſuckling 
the Infant-T wins, there ſhewed the Brothers as 
they lay expoſed under the Rock, and the na- 
ked Image of God Mars, glittering with Shield 
and Spear, hovering aloft ; the Silver got in 
War, ſhone only in the Soldiers Arms ; all their 


The Couches upon which they ſupped in ancient Times, 
Were not adorned with Pearls and curious Shells; they had 
plain and ordinary Sides, or Sides which had no Backs riſing 
rom them, to lean upon for their Eaſe.

Then 
was the Majeſty of the Gods more preſent in all 
our Temples 3 a Voice almoſt at Midnight, and 
heard throughout the City, gave notice that the 
Cauls were coming from the Weſtern Shore:

| ſuch Sights, their Huſbands fitting by, which 
would be ſhameful to relate before them; Pro- 
vocatives to dying Luft, the rich Man's ſharpeſt 
Sting to Lechery ! and yet the Women take the 
greateſt pleaſure in ſuch Impurities, they are 
more inflamed, they ſuck the Poiſon with their 
Eyes and Ears, they can't contain. A ſmall 
Income is not capable of ſuch Follies; let the 
Rich enjoy the Muſic of Caſtanets with wan- 
ton Songs, which a poor tatter'd Whore, ſtand- 
ing in a filthy Brothel, would be aſhamed of; 
let him delight in obſcene Ribaldry, and every 
Art of Luſt, who makes the Floor, paved with 
round Spartan Marble, ſlippery, with drunken 
Vomits. In ſuch a Caſe we make allowance for 
a large Fortune; Gaming is ſcandalous, Adul- 
tery is vile in low Life; yet the Rich who act 
all this are called polite well-bred Gentlemen.

s At the Circenſian and Megaleſian Games, inſtituted in 
Honour of Cybele, they hung out a Towel to ſhew the Plays 
were going to begin. Nero introduced this Cuſtom ; for 
hearing, as he ſat at dinner, how impatiently the People ex- 
pected his coming, he threw them out of the Window the 
Towel he wiped his Hands with, to give them Notice that 
he had dined, and would be preſently at the Circus. 

" Many of the Horſes were provided by the Prætor at 
theſe Games, where they were ſpoiled and made uſeleſs. 
This Conſtruction of this difficult Paſſage ſeems the eaſieſt. 
The four Parties that ran Chariot Races in the Circus 
were divided into ſeveral Liveries; the Green Coats, the 
Rufſet Coats, the Blue Coats, and the White Coats. To 
theſe four Domitian added two Companies more, the Gold 
Coats and the Purple Coats.

Tis 
a fierce Calf ripe for the Temple and the Altar, 
fit to be ſprinkled with pure Wine; ſo grown, 
that longer he is aſhamed to ſuck the Dam: And 
gores the Oak with his young budding Horns. 
Had I a large Fortune, and equal to my Love, 
a Bull much fatter than Hiſpulla ſhould be made 


In the Capitol was the Temple of Jupiter, to which 
joined the Temples of Juno and Minerva, under one Roof. 
10 theſe principal Deities milk- white Beaſts were ſacrificed. 
But our Poet confining his Devotion within the Limits of his 
Fortune, built an Altar of green Turf, and offer'd white 
Victims to thoſe Deities. 

The Gorgons, Meduſa, Sthenio and Euryale, were 
Daughters to Phorcas and Cete. They reſided near Mount 
Atlas, upon the Borders of Mauritania, and were conquered 
by Minerva, who is fabled to bear in her Shield Meduſa's 
Head, that had Vipers dangling down inſtead of Hair, and 
turned Men into Stones,

and, quite aſtoniſhed, thought a Shipwreck 
was nothing to the Terrors of the burning Sails. 
All things ſo diſtreſſed, ſo dreadful, as when 
Poetic Tempeſts riſe, and are deſcribed in Fic- 
tion. But ſee another Kind of Danger, attend 
and pity once again, though the Caſe be of the 
ſame unfortunate nature, a terrible Calamity 
indeed, but undergone by many; witneſs the 
Number of Shrines with * Yotrve Tablets, hung 
upon the Walls: Who knows not that Painters 
are maintained by theſe Deſigns in Js Temple? 
The ſame ill Fortune happened to my Friend 
Catullus; for when the Hold was half full of 
Water, when the Waves were ready to o'erſet 
the Ship rolling from ſide to fide, the Planks 
were not to be depended on, and the Skill of 
the old Pilot could afford no Help; then my 
River that divides Umbria and Tuſcany, whoſe Water 
gives ſuch Virtue to the rich Paſtures adjoining, that the 
Cows grazing there had white Calves ; therefore the Capi- 
toline Sacrifices came from thence. |

are covered ſolemnly with votive Tablets for 
their Recovery ; ſome would even vow a hun- 
dred Oxen : For Elephants, you know, cannot 
be purchaſed here, this Beaſt is never bred in 
[raly or in our Climate, but is hither brought 
by Moors, fed in the Rutilian Woods, or in the 
Plains of Turnus, Ceſar's Imperial Herd, at 
no private Man's command ; their great Sires 
were uſed to ſerve the Tyrian Hannibal, our 
mighty Generals, Pyrrhus the Moloſſian King, 
to bear Cohorts, part of the warlike Force, and 
Towers moving in the Fight, upon their Backs. 
Novius, no doubt, would inſtantly, and Iſter 
Pacuvius too with utmoſt haſte, lead one of 
theſe Ivory Brutes up to the Altar, there ſhould 
the ſacred Victim fall before the Lares of rich 
Gallita, a Victim worthy of Deities ſo great, 
and of thoſe Knaves that flatter them.

2 Or to tranſlate literally, 5% avicked Favour may per- 
vert the Fuſtice of the Prætor's Urn. To explain this Ex- 
preſſion, Holyday gives a curious Note concerning the Forms 
of Trials at Law among the Romans. The Prætor, who 
was ſupreme Judge, had many others appointed him as Aſ- 
ſiſtants. The Names of theſe were written upon little Balls, 
and by the Prætor caſt into an Urn; and after they were 
ſhaken together, he drew out again, as in a Lottery, ſo ma- 
ny as were by Law, according to the nature of the Caule, 
accounted neceſſary. . After which, the Plaintiff and Defen- 
dant had power to reject, upon good Exceptions, ſuch as 
they thought would be Enemies to the Cauſe. The Num- 
ber was appointed to be filled up by drawing of other Names 
out of the Urn. Then the Judges that were appointed, and 
accepted of the Trouble, (for in ſome Caſes they were allow- 
ed their Excuſe) took an Oath to judge according to Law; 
but, on many Occaſions, others were often ſubſtituted in 
their room by the Prætor. After pleading of the Cauſe, 
the Prætor gave to each of the Judges three waxen Tables, 
wherein were expreſſed ſo many ſeveral Opinions ; in one 
was written the Letter 4, to ſignify the Acguittal or Abſo- 
23 lution of the Defendant ; in another, the Letter C, to im- 
. Ply his Condemnation; and in the Third, the Letters, N. L. 
= & for Non Liguet; ſignifying that the Buſineſs required a far- 
ther Hearing, as being as yet not clear enough; which De- 
lay of the Cauſe was called 4mpliation. Then the Judges 
being called, expreſſed their Opinions by the Tables, which 
they Choſe to caſt into the Urn ; and according to the On

Temper, without ſhaking the Yoke, What 
Day ſo ſacred, that does not diſcover to us a 


Thief, a Scene of Treachery, of Fraud, of Gain 
gotten by every ſort of Wickedneſs, and Mo- 
ney obtained by Stabbing or by Poiſon ? Good 
Men are thinly ſown, they are ſcarce ſo many 


ſent of the major part of their Opinions, the Prætor pro- 
nounced Sentence. In which many Turns of the Buſineſs, 
(ſays the Commentator) there was room enough for a Bribe 
to ſlip in.

As far as I perceive, there 
is no Difference between thy Images and the 
Statue of * Bathyllus the Muſician. 

He AR therefore what Comfort may be ap- 
plied in your Caſe, by one who neither reads 
the Rules of the Cynic or Stoic Philoſophers, 
differing from the other only in * Dreſs, by 
wearing a Coat leſs ; by one who is no Admirer 
of * Epicurus, who pleaſed himſelf with the 
Herbs raifed in his own ſmall Garden, Patients

BUT fhall no Puniſhment purſue the perjured 
Head, a Treachery borrid as this! Suppoſe the 
Villain caſt into a Dungeon, loaded with hea- 
vieſt Chains, and tortured there at your own 
Will, (and what can Rage deſire more than this?)

But 
the leaſt Drop of Blood, preſſed from his mangled 
Body, oui, give me Comfort even to be envied ; 
Revenge affords a Pleaſure fweeter than Life it 
ſelf. Fools indeed think ſo, whoſe very Bowels 
are all on fire, ſometimes for nothing, or for 
the ſmalleſt Reaſon; any the leaſt Occaſion is 
enough to raiſe their Paſſion: But ſo ſaid not 
Chry/ippus, nor the forgiving Mind of Thales, 
nor old Socrates, a Neighbour to the ſweet Hy- 
mettus, who bound in cruel Chains, would not 
offer one Drop of the cold Hemlock to his Ac- 
cuſer. Wiſdom that firſt informs us what is 
right, ſtrips us by Degrees of every Vice and 
every Error; Revenge is pleaſing only to a lit- 
tle, an abject, and a narrow Mind. This you 
may ſoon collect from hence, that no Creature is 
more delighted with Revenge than Woman. 
But why ſhould you ſuppoſe thoſe Wretches 
eſcape unpuniſhed, whoſe very Souls, conſcious 
of dreadful Crimes, are all Aſtoniſnment, are 
laſhed with Strokes unheard, Conſeience the 
Executioner ſhaking her ſecret Whip with Ter- 
ror over them? To carry Night and Day with- 
in his Breaſt a Witneſs of his Guilt, is Vengeance 
more ſevere, more terrible than what the ſtern 
Cæditius, or Rhadamantbus Judge of Hell, could 
Ger invent.

Fraud by a falſe Oath. He inquired what the

ged with Vengeance. This Stroke perhaps he 
capes, but dreads the next with double Hor- 
ror, as if delayed by one fair Day, only to fall 
the heavier. Beſides, when they begin to feel 
a ſharp Pleuritic Pain, attended by a wakcful 
Fever, the Diſeaſe inflicted on their Bodies, they 
believe, is ſent by ſome inraged Deity. Theſe 
are the Stones they think the Artillery of the 
Gods to plague the Wicked. They dare not 
vow to offer at the Altar a bleating Lamb for 
their Recovery, nor promiſe a poor Cock's Creſt 
as an Oblation to their Lares; what can ſuch 
guilty Souls be allowed to hope for when they 
are ſick? Or what Victim does not more de- 
ſerve to live than they?

ſolute. When the Pleaſure of the Crime is over, 
they begin too late to reflect, to diſtinguiſh be- 
tween Right and Wrong; but Nature ſoon re- 

turns to vitious Courſes, in that ſhe is fixed and 
unchangeable. For who engaged in Vice ever 
ſet Bounds to his Purſuit of it? When did a Man 
recover his Modeſty once baniſhed from his har- 
den'd Face? Where is he that contented himſelf 
with taſting a Sin but once? This cheating Vil- 
lain of your's will never reſt, 'till he has got his 
Legs into Fetters, and drags his Chain in ſome + 
dark Dungeon, or is baniſhed into a craggy Iſle 
of the Ægean Sea, among the Rocks thronged 

ith Exiles of the .firſt Quality; then will you 
glory in the bitter Puniſhment of his hated 
Name; and then with Joy confeſs that no God 
is deaf, or, as * Tireſias, blind.

Nor does the Youth give any of his Re- 
lations a better Proſpect of doing well, who has 
learnt to peel a Fungus, to pickle a Muſhroom, 
and ſet the ® Beccafico a-ſwimming in the ſame 
Liquor; and this by the Inſtruction of the Epi- 
cure his Father, by the Example of Gluttony in 
grey Hairs. Take ſuch a Lad juſt turned of 
teven, before his Sett of Teeth are all come a- 
gain, and place a Thouſand of the graveſt Tu- 
tors on one ſide of him, and as many on the o- 
ther, he will be always longing for an extrava-

Does 
he think his Servants have Souls, and that their 
Bodies are made of Fleſh and Blood, and of the 
ſame Elements with bis own ? Does not he ra- 
ther ſhew a Pattern of Cruclty ? Does not he de- 
lizht in the ſad Noiſe of Blows, and prefers the 


Crack of Whips to the Mufic of a Siren? Is 


he not a downright ® Antiphates, a Polyphemus, 
to his trembling Family? Never happy but 
when one of his Servants is © burnt by the Exe- 


cutioner with a hot Iron, for ſtealing ſuch a 


Trifle as a couple of Towels ? What but Barba- 
rity can a Father, who 1s pleaſed with the rattlin 

of Chains, recommend to his Son, whom he 
has taught to be wonderfully delighted with the 
Sight of Slaves branded, and with the Smell of 


a Country Jail? Do you expect that the Daugh- 


ter of Larga ſhould not be a common Strumpet, 
who could not repeat the Names of her, Mo- 
ther's Adulterers, Jet her run over the Liſt ever 
ſo falt, without taking Breath at leaſt thirty 
Times? The Girl was privy to her Mother's 
Lewdneſs, now ſhe is grown up to write her 
little Billetdoux, inſtructed by the old Bawd, 
and fends them to her Gallant by the ſame 
Pimps ; it was natural to do ſo, for Examples 
of Vice in the fame Family corrupt the ſoon- 


elt, eſpecially under the Influence of thoſe who 


have a Right to uſe Authority over us. One

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Youth perhaps among a Thouſand may deſpiſe 
the Infection of his Father's Vices, but he muſt 


have been moulded with ſingular Art indeed, 
and his Contexture formed out of the fineſt Clay. 
But generally the deteſtable Examples of Pa- 
rents leave a laſting Impreſſion upon Children, 


and the beaten Track of Wickedneſs, conſtantiy 


before their Eyes, draws them into the ſame 
Crimes. Refrain therefore from ill Actions, 


were it only for this one invincible Reaſon, leſt 


our Children ſhould follow us in the fame Vices ; 


for we are all of us too ready to imitate baſe and 


depraved Examples. You may ſee a Catiline 
in every Nation, in every Climate, but no 
where will you find a Brutus or a Cato, No- 
thing indecent to be ſaid or ſeen, ſhould ap- 
proach thoſe Doors were there are Children, 
Hence far away, be gone you hired Whores, 
and filthy Catches of the Paraſite ſinging all 
Night for Bread, The greateſt Reverence 1s 
due to Youth, If you propoſe to commit a ſe- 
cret Sin, do not deſpiſe the tender Years of 
your Son, but let the Preſence of the little Boy 
ckeck your Deſign, and ſtop you from the Act. 
If the Lad proves vicious, and falls under the 
Correction of the Cenſor, (for he is not to reſem- 
ble you in Perſon and in Face only, but will 
ſhew himſelf the Son of your Morals) and be- 
comes much worſe by following you in all your 
Steps, no doubt, you will call him to a ſevere 
Account, and exclaim bitterly againſt him; and 
it he does not mend his Manners, you will alter 
your Will, and difinherit him. With what 
Face can you aſſume the Look and Authorit 

ba Father, when you, an old Fellow too, 
do much worſe ? When that brainleſs Head of

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Fagle, and Birds of nobler Blood, hunt the 
Woods for the Hare or the Kid, from thence 
they bear their Prey home; and fo their Young, 
when raiſed upon the Wing, and Hunger 
pinches, haſten to that Prey, which firſt they 
taſted when they burſt the Shell. 

CENTRONIUS was a Builder; one while 
the lofty Tops of Palaces he raiſed upon e Caje- 
tas winding Shore; then at the Tower of Ty- 
bur, now on Præneſte's Hills, with Grecian 
Marble, and far fetched, as much exceeding 
the Temple of Fortune and of Hercules, as 
f Pojides the Eunuch out-did the Fabric of the 
Capitol; Centronius therefore living thus in 
Grandeur, leſſened his Fortune, impaired his 
Wealth, and yet what he left of his great Eſtate, 
was no inconſiderable Part; all this however 
his mad Son run through, attempting to raiſe 
new Villas of more expenſive Marble. 

THERE are ſome deſcended from a Father 
who dreads to break the Sabbath; theſe wor- 
ſhip nothing but the Clouds, and one only God 
that dwells above. The Fleſh of Swine they 
hold as execrable to eat as human Bodies. Of 
this their Fathers never touched. They cut off 
the Foreſkin, and are uſed betimes to villify the 
Roman Rites, they learn to keep the Fewr/fb 
Rules, and fear no Laws, but what are publiſh- 
ed in the myſtic Volume by Moſes. They will 
not fo much as ſhew the Way to one of a dif- 

terent Religion, nor lead a Stranger to a deſired 
Spring to drink, only their Brethren of the Cir- 
cumciſion. And why? Their Fathers taught 
them ſo, who every ſeventh Day kept idle, nor

ALL other Vices Youth are fond to imitate, 
put that of Avarice is forced upon them againſt 
their Wills; this Vice deceives under the Pre- 
tence and Shade of Virtue; it has a reverend 
Outſide, its Face and Dreſs ſhew ſolemn and 
ſevere z no wonder then the Covetous is applaud- 
ed as a frugal, as a thrifty Man, whoſe Mo- 
ney is ſecured more ſafely than if thoſe Bags 
were guarded by the & Heſperian or Ponlic Ser- 
nent, Beſides, this very Man the People praiſe 
25 excellent, and reſpect as a moſt ingenious Ar- 
tiſt; for it is by Workmen ſuch as theſe Eſtates 
are raiſed, but raiſed they are, no matter how; 
by laying on the Anvil perpetually, and keep- 
ing the Forge hot, Fortunes are hammered out. 
The Father, therefore, believes the Covetous 
alone bleſt in their Minds, he admires their 
Wealth, and thinks there is no Example of a 
poor Man happy; his Sons he ſtrictly orders to 
go the ſame Way, and follow cloſe that thriving 


Set, There are certain Elements of Vice, with 


theſe he ſeaſons firſt their tender Years, and 
compels the Youth to learn the meaneſt, the 


molt ſordid Stingineſs; then as they grow up, 


he opens to them the unbounded Scene of grow- 
ing rich. He mortifies his Servant's Bellies by 
hort Allowance, himſelf half-ſtarved, nor will 
he ſuffer all the mouldy Cruſts of his blue Bread 
to be devoured at once; he ſets by part of the 
Haſh of Yeſterday in the middle of September, 
and lays up for another Meal the Diſh of cold

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nor does he forget to ſave half of a ſtinking 
Shad, and the Threads of a chop'd Leek, care- 
folly counted left they ſnould be ſtolen, A Beg- 
gar on a Bridge invited here would ſcorn to 
come. 
Bur to what end ſerve Riches heaped to- 
gether with ſuch Plagues, ſince it is Madneſs be- 
yond Diſpute, a Phrenzy moſt notorious, to live 
poor, that you may die rich. Beſides, when 
your Bags are full up to the Mouth, your Love 
of Money grows as your Wealth increaſes; the 
Man that has none deſires it the leaſt. You look 
out then for another Farm, one 1s not enough, 
you want to extend your Boundaries; your 
Neighbour's Crop ſhews larger and better than 
your own, his Field therefore muſt be purcha- 
{ed, his Grove, and the Hill white with a Wood 
of Olives when in Bloom. If the Owner refu- 
ſes to ſell at any Price, your lean Oxen and ſtar- 
ved Herd, with their tired Necks, are turned 
into his green Corn by Night, nor will they 
ſtir homewards, 'till the whole Crop be ſwal- 
lowed into their inſatiable Guts, that you would 
think the Field had been reaped with Sickles. 
It is incredible almoſt how many have ſuffered 


by ſuch Oppreſſion, how many, Injuries of 


this Nature have forced to ſell their Eſtates. 

Bur what does the World ſay of you, what 
a foul Character you have abroad? What does 
this hurt me? he cries; J value the Huſt of a Bean 
more than to have the Praiſe of all the Town, if 
my Farm be ſmall, and affords but a poor Crop. 
No doubt, you will eſcape Diſtempers and Sick- 
neſs, avoid all Sorrow and Care, and be allowed 


a long Stage of Life, attended, with uncommon 


Happineſs, provided you alone poſſeſſed as 
much ploughed Land as the whole Roman Peo- 


ple

Since 
thoſe Times, the Soldier broken by Age, enga- 
ged in all the Punic Wars, who had felt the 
Rage of cruel Pyrrbus and Molaſſian Swords, 
was ſcarce at length rewarded with two Acres 
for his many Wounds; this Recompence for 
Blood and Toil, no one thought leſs than he de- 
ſerved, or called his Country ungrateful, as if 
the Allotment were too ſcanty. So ſmall a 


Share of Land maintained in Plenty the Fa- 


ther himſelf, the large Family of his Cottage, 
where his Wite lay big with Child, and four 
young Boys play*d upon the Ground, one a Slave, 
three free- born; but then a Meſs larger than 
ordinary was provided for their luſty Brother's 
returning from the Ditch or Plough, then the 
largeſt Pot ſmoked with Pulſe for Supper; but 
now ſo ſmall a Piece of Ground would ſcarce 
ſerve for a Garden, 5 
Hence commonly ariſe the Seeds of Vil- 
lany; for there is no Wickedneſs in the Heart 
of Man, that compounds more Poiſons, or 
rages oftner with a murdering Sword than the 
inſatiable Deſire of an unbounded Fortune. 
The Man that reſolves to be wealthy, would be 
fo ſoon; where is the Reverence of the Laws? 
Where are any Reſtraints of Fear or Shame up- 
on a covetous Mind that hurries to be rich ? 
Live vontent, my Boys, with your Cottages and 
your rugged Hills, ſaid honeſt Marſus, Hernicus, 
and old Veſtinus in former Days. Let us get Bread 
by the Plough ſufficient for our Tables, the Rural 
Gods applaud our Diligence: It was their*Bounty 
and Aſſiſtance that beſtowed upon us the Uje of Corn, 
aud taught us to loath our old Food of Acorns; the 
Poor (who is not aſhamed to wade through Ice in 
bis high Shoes, and keeps off the Eaſt Wind by 
Skins turned inſide out) is an Enemy to Vice;

Tr L ſhew you a diverting Scene; nothing 
repreſented, upon the Stage, no Shew exhibited 
by a Pretor in his Robe of State, can be com- 
pared to it. Obſerve only what deſperate Ha- 
zards attend the Increaſe of Wealth, and Trea- 
ſure locked up in a Cheſt of Braſs, and Money 
laid at watchful o Caſtor's Shrine to be ſecured;

ſerve what was his own. No more then run 
after the Plays of Hora, of Ceres and of Cybele, 
the buſy World affords much more Delight ; 
who makes the beſt Sport, a Fellow that dex- 
trouſly throws his Body through a Hoop, or 
ſlips down a ſtrait Rope, or you who are ever 
on board in your ? Corycian Ship, who live 


there ſubject to be toſſed by all the Winds, a 
baſe Wretch, a Merchant of vile ſtinking 


Wares, whoſe Pleaſure it is to import ſweet hea- 
vy Wine, and Jove's own Country Bottles from 
the old Cretan Shore: The Dancer, who with

ing Calpe far behind, will hear the Sun hiſ- 
ſing in the Atlantic Ocean. 

A LAB OUR exceedingly worth while! to 
be able when you return home with your Bags 
ſtretched, and ſtrutting with your ſwelled Purſe, 
to talk what Sea-Monſters, what Mermaids you 
had ſeen. Madneſs does not always ſhew itſelf 
in the ſame Shape; Oreſtes, tenderly cheriſhed 
in his Siſter's Arms, was terrified, and took 
her for a Fury with her Torch. Ajax, in beat- 
ing out a Bullock's Brains, thought Agamemnon 
or Ulyſſes roared. He as much wants a Keeper 
(tho* he does not tear his Clothes to pieces) 
who loads a Ship with Merchandize up to the 
utmoſt Edge, and has but a Plank between him 
and the Waves; and the Cauſe of all this Evil, 
of all this Hazard that he runs, is Silver ſtampt 
with Titles, and ſome doughty Monarch's pu- 
ny Face. The Clouds, the Lightning threa- 
tens, Weigh Anchor, cries this Corn, this Pep- 
per- Merchant; That Colour of the Sky, that black 
Cloud forebodes no Harm; *tis Summer-Thunder, 
Unhappy Wretch, when, perhaps, this very 
Night the Veſſel ſplits, and down he plunges 
in the Sea, deep o'erwhelm*d with Waves. His 
Purſe aloft he bears in his Left-hand, or elſe 
between his Teeth, This mighty Man, unfa- 
tisfied but now with all the Gold, that Tagus or 
Pactolus rolls within its yellow Sand, muſt now 
take up with Rags to cover his cold Thighs, 
his Belly poorly ted. And thus our Merchant

ed on a Board. Riches acquired by ſo great 
Misfortunes are ſecured with Care and Fear 
much greater. *Tis a miſerable Life to keep 
guard always o'er your Heaps of Money, 'tis 
worſe than to be poor. 

RI cn Licinus commands bis Troop of Slaves 
to watch all N ight, and have their Water-Buck- 
ets ready, Quite diſtracted left he ſhould loſe 
his Amber, his Statues, Phrygian Columns, his 
Ivory and large Shells; yet the naked t Cynic's 
Tub fears no fire, if you break it he may have 
another Houſe To-morrow, or the ſame may 
ſerve again ſorder'd with Lead. Alexander, 
when in that Cell he ſaw the great Inhabitant, 
perceived how much more happy was the Man 
who wiſhed for nothing, than he who ſought the 
Empire of the World, expoſed to certain Dan- 
gers equal to the Glory he acquired. O For- 
tune, did we act right, thou wouldſt have no 
Divinity about thee, we make thee a Goddeſs. 
Yet if my Opinion was aſked, what I call a 
competent Eſtate, my Anſwer is, as much as 
would provide againſt Thirſt, and Hunger, and 
Cold; as much as ſatisfied you, Epicurus, in 
your little Garden; as much as contented $9cra- 


* It was the Cuſtom for a poor Man that was ſhipwreck- 


ed, to have his Misfortune painted upon a Board, and to 
hang i it before his Breaſt, to move Compaſſion, as our Beg- 
gars now hang their Certificates. 

* Diogenes's Tub is ſcarce more known than miſtaken ; 
the Word, in the common Acceptation; implying a Veſſel 
of Wood, whereas his was of Earth baked, and conſequently 
in no Danger of Fire. But the Difficulty ſeems to be in re- 
pairing: it if it was broken. This was done with a Soder 
of Lead or Pewter tempered together. I have ſeen an Ear- 
then cracked Veſſel artificially ſewed up with a ſmall Wire 
drawn rough little Holes made with a Drill, and the Holes 
and Seam afterwards cloſed up with a Sort of Cement, ſo

tes before; Nature and Wiſdom always agree 
in teaching us the ſame Leſſon. I ſeem perhaps 
by theſe Examples to be too ſcanty in my Al- 
lowance, then add ſomething upon the Account 
of the Extravagancy of the Age we live in; 
take what the Roſcian Law calls a ® Knight's 
Eſtate 3 if this Sum makes you frown and hang 
the Lip, be as rich as two Knights; if you will, 
as three.

HO ͤ knows not, Voluſius of Bithynia, 

what ſtrange Monſters the diſtracted 
Egyptians worſhip? One Sect adores the Cro- 
codile, another trembles before the Bird b Jhis, 
that preys upon Serpents; the Golden Image of a 
ſacred Monkey is the bright Deity where the Ma- 
gic Harp, in the Hand of the broken Statue of 
* Memnon, reſounds; and where the ancient Ci- 
ty of Thebes lies ruined with her hundred Gates; 
here they pay homage to Sea-Fiſh, there to 
Fiſh in the Rivers: Whole Towns worſhip a 


A Serpent of the River Nilus, that from an Egg no 
bigger than a Gooſe-Egg, grows to be above two and twen- 
ty Cubits long, The Egyptians know how high the River 
Mile will riſe that Year, by the Place where this Egg is 
hatched. He was worſhipped with divine Honours, becauſe 
he killed the Libyan and Arabian Robbers, that ſwam over 
the River and deitroyed the Inhabitants. 

d A filthy Bird ſomewhat like a Stork, with ſtiff Thighs 
and a horny Beak. They preſerve the Egyptians from the 
Plague by watching and killing the flying Serpents which 
the South-weſt Wind brings out of the Libyan Delerts. 

© The Statue of Memnon at Thebes in Egypt, gave a Sound 
at the riſing of the Sun, when it was firſt ſtruck with its 
Rays; *cill Cambyſes ruined the City, and cauſed the Statue 
to be broken about the Middle, imagining that the Sound 
praceeded from ſome Mathematical Springs and Wheels with · 
in; but nothing was found. From this Time the Mukic 
was thought to be Magical. Srabo ſays, that he and others

eat Man's Fleſh? I would ſooner believe the 
Fictions concerning Scylla, the floating Rocks 
of Cyene ſtriking one againſt another, the Blad- 
ders of Afolus filled with Wind, and that EI- 
penor with his Ship's Crew were turned into 
Swine, by a gentle Stroke of Circe's Wand; 
does he think we Pheacians are a People fo 
empty-headed ? Thus with Reaſon might a 
Pheac reply over a Corcyrean Glaſs of gene- 
rous Wine before the Liquor has got into his 
Head; for Ulyſſes, you muſt know, told this 
Story upon his own Credit without one Vou- 
cher. I have my Wonders likewiſe to tell of 
what happen'd lately when Junius was Conſul 
the Scene of Action was nigh the Walls of 
h Coptus, ſcorch'd by the Sun's Heat. The Im- 
piety I am ſpeaking of was committed by a 
whole People, and more flagitious than 1s to be 
found in the deepeſt Tragedies; for if you turn 
over all the Tragic Strains ſince the Days of 
Pyrrha, you will find no Poet repreſenting a 
Barbarity as the Act of a whole Nation; hear 
then an Inſtance of ſavage Ferity, perpetrated 
in the Age we now live in. 
THERE was a Grudge of a very long ſtand- #8 4 
ing kept up between two neighbouring Cities, 3 2 
it became at laſt an immortal Hatred, a Wound 44 
never to be cured ; this Heart-burning raged a- 
mong the Citizens of * Ombos and Tentyra, The 
Fury of theſe People began from the Hatred 
that each bore to his Neighbour's Gods, for 
both thought the only true Deities were thoſe 
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A Metropolitan City of Egypt, over which the Sun at 
Noon is almoſt in his Vertical Point. 

It is obſerved by Diodorus Siculus, that the Quarrels be- 
tween the People of theſe two Cities were kept up by the 
Egyptian Kings out of Policy, ſo to ſecure the Inhabitants, 
being ridiculouſly divided, from the Danger of Conſpiracies.

All the Leaders and 
chief Men of the hoſtile Tentyrites reſolved to 
ſeize upon a proper Opportunity to revenge 
themſelves at a public Feſtival celebrated by 
the other Nation; for they determined their 
Enemies ſhould have no merry Day of it, but 
ſhould be balk*d of the Jollity they propoſed 
from ſo profuſe Entertainments: For the Ombrtes 
had ſpread their Tables plentifully near the 
Temples of their God the Crocodile, and in the 
Highways their Couches were fixed, where they 
lay revelling without Sleep, Night and Day, for 
k ſeven Days together. A wretched Part of 
Egypt truly ! Bur this barbarous Crew, as far as 
I obſerved, is not inferiour to the infamous Ci- 
ty of Canopus for Lewdneſs. Beſides, the Ten- 
tyrites thought the Victory would be eaſily pur- 
chaſed over a Company of drunken ſtammer- 
ing reeling Fellows. The Omiites, for their 
part, begin to dance, with a Negro Piper at the 
head of them daubed over with Ointments that 
came firſt to hand, and their Temples were ſur- 
rounded with Chaplets of many ſorts of Flowers. 
On the other Side, the Textyrites had their Ma- 
lice whetted by an empty Stomach ; but their 
Minds were firſt inflam'd by loud Brawlings on 
both Sides, their Tongues were the Trumpeters 
of the Fray. Then they engage with loud 
Shouts, and inſtead of Weapons they fall to it 
heartily with Handy-cuffs, Few Checks there 


*The Egyptians held the Number Seven to be ſacred, 
and more eſpecially believed, that during their Feſtival of 
ſeven Days, the Crocadiles loſt their natural Cruelty. The 
Cuſtom of feaiting ſeven Days and ſeven Nights was obſerv- 

ned for the Happy overflowing of the Nile. The Poet adds, 
that tho' the Egyptians, where he was, were but barbarous, 
yet they were as luxurious as the Caropians ; here he aims at

of them, throughout the Battle had a whole 
Noſe upon his Face; you might ſee among all 
the Rout, Fellows with half their Viſage torn 
off, with quite different Countenances, Jaw- 


bones ſtaring through broken Cheeks, Fiſts full 


of Blood drawn from the Eyes of the Enemy. 


Yet hitherto they think themſelves in Jeſt, act- 
ing of Childrens Play, for they could feel no 
dead Bodies under their Feet; and, cry they, to 
what purpoſe ſhould ſo many Thouſands of us go 
together by the Ears, if we all eſcape with 
Life ? Their Fury therefore grows ſharper, and 
now they ſtoop down to look for Stones, and 
hurl them with all their Force; ready Weapons 
in ſuch Diſputes. But theſe Stones, you muſt 
know, were not ſuch as Turnus or Ajax threw, 
or of the Weight of that with which Diomedes 
bruiſed the Hip of eas, but ſuch as Men of 
our Times are able to wield, not near fo ſtrong 
as thoſe old Heroes. For the Size of Men de- 
creaſed mightily ſince Homer was living, and 
the Earth now produces a wretched ſort of Mor- 
tals, a Pigmy Race. If any Deity looked down 
upon this Battle, he could not avoid laughing, 
and at the ſame Time abhorring the Combat- 
ants, | 
Bu T to recover our Story from this Digreſ- 
ſion ; when the Tentyrites (fo called from an ad- 
jacent Mountain they inhabit, cover'd with ſha- 
dy Palm- Trees) were increaſed by Supplies, 
they had the Courage to draw their Swords, and 
to renew the Fight with deadly Arrows. They 
preſs hard upon the Backs of their Enemies, 
who ran with all their Specd; and among thoſe 


that fled, a poor Ombite, hurried headlong, by 


his Over-fear, falls down and is taken. The

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Conquerors chop their Captive into Bits and 
Morſels, that they might all have a Taſte of 
him; in ſhort, they eat him all up, and gnaw 
his very Bones, without the Ceremony of put- 
ting on the Pot, or uſing a Spit about him. 
They had not Patience to ſtay till a Fire could 
be made, they were content with the Carcaſe, 
raw as it was. Here, my Friend, we may 
well rejoice that theſe Tentyrites offered no Pol- 
lution to the Fire (by dreſſing of Human Fleſh) 
which Prometheus ſtole from Heaven, and be- 
ſtowed upon the Earth, I congratulate the 
Element itſelf upon the Occaſion, and you, I 
fancy, muſt be wonderfully pleaſed ; but theſe 
Barbarians, who could bear the gnawing of this 
Carcaſe, never eat any thing more willingly 
for to ſave you the Trouble of enquiring or 
doubting, whether the firſt who taſted ſwallow- 
ed it with any Pleaſure, I aſſure you the laſt of 
them who ſtood by, and found that the Body 
was quite devoured, obſerving ſome clotted Gore 
upon the Ground, dipt his Fingers in it, and 
ſucked them with the utmoſt Satisfaction. 

The! Yaſcons (a People of Spain) as the Sto- 
ry goes, ſupported their Lives by uſing ſuch 
Diet; for they were compelled by the Malice 
of Fortune, by the Extremity of War, the laſt 
Effort, the dreadful Poverty attending upon a 
long Siege. This Conſequence of Famine we 
are ſpeaking of, ought to be conſidered as a la- 
mentable Cale, for after they had conſumed all 
forts of Herbs, all living Creatures, and what- 
ever the Rage of Hunger could provoke them

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to eat, inſomuch that their very Enemies pitied 
their pale lean Faces and emaciated Bodies, 
they fell upon the Limbs of others, ready to 
devour thr own. For what Man, or which of 
the Gods is there, that can refuſe Pardon to Ci- 
ties ſuffering ſo ſad and terrible Diſtreſs? the 
very Ghoſts of them upon whoſe Bodies they 
fed muſt excuſe them. *Tis true, the Precepts 
of the Philoſopher Zeno ſupply us Romans with 
better Principles, he thought that Life itſelf 
was not to be purchaſed at too dear a Price, but 
how could a poor Vaſcon become a Stoic? eſpe- 


cially in the unlearned Time of old Melellus? 


Now indeed the whole World receives the Be- 
nefit of the Grecian and Roman Literature; the 
Eloquence of the Gauls taught the Byutiſh Law- 
yers how to plead, and the barbarous Iſland of 
Thule now talks of hiring a maſterly Orator to 
inſtruct her Youth. However, the Vaſcons we 
are ſpeaking of, behaved themſelves nobly, and 
the Caſe of the m Saguntines, who were equal to 
them in Valour and Fidelity, but more unfor- 
tunate, might excuſe ſuch a barbarous- Practice 
as cating of Man's Fleſh. But theſe Eg yptians 
ſhew more Cruelty than the Altar ſacred to Dia- 
na, near the Lake of * Mzotis, for this Deity 
of Mount Taurus, (to prove that what Poets 
ſay may be believed) 2 494 only the Sacrifices 
of Men, the Victim has nothing farther or more 
grie vous to fear than the Knife. What Cala- 


m Saguntum was a City of Spain beyond the River Ebro, 
a moſt faithful Ally to the Romans; for when they had 
held out againſt Hannibal, and were reduced to Skeletons 
by Famine, rather than ſubmit, they choſe to burn them- 
ſelves, Wives and Children, which was the Cauſe of the 
ſecond Punic War, 
a Here every tenth Stranger was ſacrificed to Diana,

An Impiety 
more ſavage than was ever acted by the cruel 
Cimbrians, which the Britons never thought of, 
nor the fierce Scythians, nor the wild Sarma- 
tians; and ated too by the Rage of a baſe 
good-for-nothing Rabble, uſed to venture with 


their ſmall Sails upon the Water in Earthen

ries, can avoid thinking another's Misfortune to 
be of ſome concern to himſelf? This Humanity 
ſeparates us from the Race of Brutes, and there- 
fore we alone are alloted that venerable Diſtinc- 
tion of Reaſon, are capable of apprehending di- 
vine Things, and fit to underſtand and exerciſe 
the Uſe of all Arts.

The common 
Creator of the Univerſe, in the Beginning, in- 
dulged them with a ſenſitive, but us with a ra- 
tional Soul; that a mutual Affection might in- 
cline us to require and to afford help to one an- 
other, to collect the ſcattered People into So- 
ciety, to draw them out of the old Woods, and 
perſuade them to leave the Groves inhabited by 
their Progenitors, to build Houſes, to place 
their Buildings contiguous to ours, that by a 
joint Confidence every one might ſleep in Secu- 
rity, under the Protection of his Neighbour, to 
defend the Oppreſſed by Arms, or ſave a Citi- 
zen falling and ſtaggering with his Wounds, 
to fight under one common Standard, to be ſe- 
cured by the ſame Fortifications, to be incloſed 
within the ſame Walls, and locked in with the 
ſame Key. 

Bu r now-a-days there is more Amity be. 
tween Serpents than among us. The Leopard 
ſpares thoſe of his own ſpotted Kind. When 
did you hear of a weak Lion killed by the 
ſtronger? In what Foreſt did one Boar ever die 
by the Tuſks of another mightier than himſelf? 
No! The Indian Tigers live together in perpe- 
tual Peace, and the fierceſt Boars never fall out. 
But Man makes light of hammering out fatal 
Pojgnards on that curſed Anvil, on which their 
Forefathers uſed only to forge Rakes and Spades,

p Pythagoras and his Followers abſtained from Beans, the 
Reaſon of Which was kept as a great Secret, as appears by 
a Story in his Life written by Jamblichus; it ſeems that Dio- 
ius the Tyrant, the younger, having a great Defire to 
know the Secret, cauſed two of this Sect to be brought be- 
fore him, one Mylliat a Crotonian, and his Wife Timycha a. 
Lacedæmonian; but the Man being aſked the Reaſon, made 
anſwer, that the Pythagoreans indeed did chooſe to die ra- 
ther than to eat Beans, and J, ſaid he, will rather die than 
reveal the Reaſon; upon which, ſays the Author, he was 
with Indignation ſent away. The Woman now, unſupport- 
ed by the Encouragement of her Huſband, threatned alſo 
with Tortures, to declare the Reaſon, was urged with the 
lame Queſtion ; but being, it ſeems, more Pythagorean than 
IYoman, ſhe bit out her '['ongue, and ſpit it in the Tyrant's 
Face. The fame Author in general tells us, that it was for 
many ſacred and natural Cauſes concerning the Soul. Diogenes 
Laertius aſſerts, that Pythagoras abſtained from Beans, among 
other Reaſons, quod Pudendis ſimiles ſunt, &c. but the moſt 


probable Account is, that this Philoſopher learnt this Doc-- 


trine from the Egyytian Prieſts, when he was in that Coun- 
try, who abſtained. from Pears, and judged it unlawful to 
eat, to ſow, or to look upon them. |

who enjoined that no Soldier ſhould be tried 
without the Trenches, or at a diſtance from his 
Standard. A Man cannot fail of full Satisfac- 
tion when a Centurion is Judge: I ſhall have 
ample Revenge againſt the Soldier no doubt, if 


the Cauſe of my Complaint be juſt, eſpecially 


when the whole Regiment and all the Compa- 
nies are againſt me, and with one Conſent ob- 
ſtrut the Courſe of Juſtice. They cry, You 
Citizens will tate care to have redreſs ſuperior to 


the Injury received. A Man muſt have the Im- 
pudence of © Yagellius, the bawling Lawyer of 


Mutina, to engage in fo deſperate a Diſpute. 
Would you with your two Legs only expoſe 
them to be kick'd by ſo many Soldiers with ſo 
many thouſand Hobnails in their Shoes? Do 
you know fo little of the World?

It is 
much ſafer to produce a falſe Evidence againſt 
a common Perſon, than to depoſe a Truth a- 
gainſt the Property or the Honour of one of 
| theſe terrible Men at Arms. 5 
Leet us enquire now into ſome other Bene- 
fits and Emoluments that depend upon a mili- 
tary Life; if a wicked Neighbour keeps me 
out of part of my paternal Eſtate, or enters up- 
on my Land by force, or removes the“ Boun- 
dary between us (that ſacred Stone which every 
Year I cover with an Offering of Pulſe and a 
large Cakez) or if a Perſon in my debt delays 
to pay the Money, and makes the Bond void 
by denying his own Hand, I may wait a Year 
before all the Judges meet and my Cauſe: comes 
to a Hearing; and when the Day is fixed, 
there are a thouſand Delays, a thouſand Diffi- 
culties. Indeed the Seats are ſet in order, and 
the Cuſhions are laid, and that's all ; one Judge 
learned in the Law cannot bear his Gown for. 
the Heat ; another goes out to piſs, ſo that we 
are forced to go home again, tho' Council were 
feed; and by ſuch ſlow Motions, of the Court, 
we ſcarce ever hope to ſee an end of the Suit. 
But theſe Buff and Belt-men may bring their 
Cauſe on when they pleaſe, and not ſpend their 
Fortune by long and vexatious Delays. 

_ Beſides, the © Soldier alone has the Privilege 
of making his Will while his Father is living; 
for what he has ſaved in the Service, the Law
